province in 1905 
The first was Dr. A. C, Rutherford 


whose administration lasted from 
September 2, 1905, until May 26, 1910 
He was succeeded by the late Hon 


Arthur Sifton, whose adm'nistration 
| was from May 26, 1910, to October 30 
| 1917. 

Hon, Charles Stewart was the next 

remier, holding office from October 

0, 1917,..to August 31, 1921 
| With the defeat of the hitherto tn- 
vincible Liberal administration and 
the coming into power of the Unitea 
Farmers of Alberta, Herbert H. Green- 
| field, now Alberta agent-general al 
| London, took office on August 13 
1921, to November 23, 1925 

The premier of the day, Hon. John 

Edward Brownlee, took office on Nov- 
ember 23, 1925. 

He led his government to victory at 
the polls in the provincial general el- 
|ection of June 28, 1926

Commissioner Mulrooney dispatch- 
ed several hundred policemen to scour 
the territory, but no trace of a new 
killing had been found. 

The note said the killing had been 
done along the Boston Post road in 
the Bronx, across Long Island Sound 
from the Borough of Queens. 

Killer Sends Note 

“Where is he? He is already dead. 
| He is on the Boston Post road. His 

name is Harold Bridenbach. Find the 

woman, old man, and you've got me.” 

This note caused Police 
sioner Mulrooney to shift his search to 
the Bronx, where an all-morning hunt 
had failed today to reveal a corpse or 
any sign of a fresh killing 

The mysterious slayer in a series of 
letters to newspapers announced he 
would commit his third murder on a 
list of 14 at College Point, Queens, last 
night, but apparently was frustrated 
by a mobilization of 2,425 police. 

As both previous victims were men 
seated in parked automobiles with 
women companions, a score of depart- 
ment automobiles occupied by detec- 
tives and policewomen were planted in 

| secluded spots in hope that the slay- 
er would pick one of them as his third 
victim.

FIRST THINGS FIRST 


The mere fact that Canada changed 
governments in 1921 did not revolution- 
ze conditions. But that change brought 
into power a ministry composed of men 
who believed that the conditions could 
be improved and that public policy 
could be made an effective instrument 
in helping to improve them. 

The start toward improvement was 
made where it had to be made. The 
principle was laid down that the govern- 

| ment of the country must stop piling up 
| debts. Expenditures were cut down, 
| new taxes imposed and old taxes in- 
|| creased. The public responded to the 
call for a united pull to get the country 
out of the hole. Two years later there 
was a surplus of more than $35,000,000. 
There has been a surplus every year 
|| since. 
{ In the seven years the public debt 
| has been cut down by $273,000,000. All 
the money that has been spent, on pub- 
lic improvements as well as on current 
expenses, has been spent out of current 
revenue. And with the turn of the tide 
taxation has been cut down year by 
year, to an amount representing $115,- 
600,000 per annum. 
H In no other country in the world has 
| so remarkable a readjustment been 
i made of post-war finances. Canada is 
| paying its debt at a rate that would 
| Wipe out the whole burden in forty 
| years. And in addition it has com- 
|| pleted the Hudson Bay Railway and the 
|| Welland Canal, and carried out a fairly 
extensive program of public improve- 
ments—all paid for as they were made. 


| MAKING NEW CONDITIONS 


During the same interval the Gov- 
ernment-owned railways have been 
welded into one system and placed un- 
der a management that knows how to 
manage; with the result that operating 
deficits have been turned into operating 
surplusses. The “white elephants” 
have ceased to be public liabilities and 
have become assets. 

Canadian trade agents have invaded 
every corner of the world seeking mar- 
kets for products ranging from grain to

I do not 
advocate these long drawn out danc- 
ing marathons, but the point I am 
making is that one of the best ways 
to round out the figure is to fill out 
the hollows with muscles. Oddly 
enough. the right kind of exercises 
Will also keep one from becoming 
too fat because the blood circulates 
s0 much better when one exercises 
regularly that it tends to remove fat- 
ty deposits in any one spot 

Even for men I do not advocate 
the development of bulging muscles. 
It is good to have moderateiy sized 
muscles which are built for endur- 
ance. This ts especially true for 
those seeking health. Bulging mus- 
cles are of little practical] use with- 
out the stamina for continued ef- 
fort. If you are to live a long time 
and be in good health, you should 
try to build up your endurance to 
that you have a reserve vitality. The 
best way to do this is by careful, 
vegular exercises.

The military staffs of modern 
governments, as they lay their plans 
for possible future wars, must give 
serious attention to the problem of 
resources other than man-power, 
for modern war is increasingly a

As long as war was a relatively 
small scale enterprise, the problem 
of material resources did not mean 


much to the future of war and 
peace, 
In small scale wars man-power 


was the primary problem 

But war is now a large scale ad- 
venture. 

The world war squandered min- 
eral resources at a staggeringly ra- 
p:d rate, but those who are at all 
conversant with the war prepara- 
tions of the major powers today 
know that a next war would out- 
strip the lest war in scale far be- 
yond the extent to which the last 
War outstripped former wars. 

The fact is that we are rapidly 
approaching the time when no sin- 
ge nation, however great, will have 
free end secure access to sufficient 
mineral resources to wage the sort 
of war the next war would inevit- 
ably be 

I doubt, for instance, that today 
any single nation among the major 
powers has free and assured ac- 
cess to enough manganese to insure 
the production of enough steel to 
carry out the ambitious plans of its 
War college for a next war. 

We used to think that the in- 
creasing horror of modern war 
would lead men and nations to re- 
mounce war and erect guaranties 
@gainst its outbreak, but most of us 
doubt this now. 

My guess is that the increasing 
impossiblity of modern war from 
the resource angle will prove a 
greater celerrent. And the geolog- 
ist is helping us to see this.

alike. When the Romans said 
“mens sana in corpore sano”—a 
healthy mind in a healthy body— 
they seemed to have scid it all, and 
have taken the wind out of our 
modern sails a couple of centuries 
in advance. Quite true, and yet 
far from tre whole truth 

For with the passing of sails and 
the coming of steam and electricity 
and a high-powered world gen- 
erally, we have come into SPS- 
sion of a far more definite and 


the making of mental health. We 
have no saving formula nor a 
colicction of precepts. We but 
realize in terms of our complicated 
lives the risks that we run, the 
Habilities of our mental and emo- 
tional equipment. Mental hygiene 
aims to provide a scientific life in- 
surance against failure in the 8u- 
preme business of living. 

Inevitably the first and the 
bulkiest part of the program is pre- 
ventive. We are dismayed by the 

resence of defectives and those of 
iow mentality and still lower mor- 
ality. We are even more concerned 
with the alarming increase of 
mental irresponsibility pursuant to 
shipwreck on the meny rocks and 
reefs that beset the course of our 
latter-day lives; and we ere still 
more sympathetically disturbed by 
the still larger numbers of the 
partially or temporarily: incapaci- 
tated, whose dangers we, who re- 
main mentally fit, have at times 
shared, or may have barely escaped, 
or have by good fortune recovered 
from. 

Sad but true that we are mental- 
hygiene conscious because we are so 
impressed with the prevalence of 
minds that fail, even if they find 
the road to a whole or a maimed 
recovery. But the constructive part 
of the program is the more im- 
portant and the more hopeful. 

Mental hygiene has come of age: 
it is ready to accept new responsi- 
bilities. It has made the public un- 
derstand the need of happy child- 
hold, the pitfalls of the parent-child 
relation, the supremacy of gdels. 
Mental health has been put on the 
map of life. The more enlightened 
men, women and children tn all en- 
lightened countries are thinking of 


their problems with a newer in- 
sight. The millenium is not at 
hand, nor have misery and folly 


been abolished. But we all have the 
knowledge to live better, if we can 
convert it into the wisdom that 
coins precept into practice

WETASKIWIN, June 20.—Rev. A 
Appelt was the speaker at the first 
noon luncheon of the Wetaskiwin Club 
to be held this season, which took 
place on Tuesday, and he took as his 
subject, the “Maoris of New Zealand.’

They are 
intelligent, and have entered nearly 
every profession, while seven of them 
are cabjnet ministers in the New Zea~- 
land government,” said the speaker

Incomplete returns this morning 
show that the Brownlee Government 
was yesterday given endorsement at the 
polls, and indicate that the ministry may 
have either a slightly larger or a slight- 
ly smaller majority in the new legisla- 
ture. 

Until the official counters have com- 
pleted their operations in higher mathe- 
matics it will not be possible to know 
the results in Edmonton and Calgary, 
and the relative strength of the non-U. 
F. A. groups cannot be precisely deter- 
mined. What is clear from the general 
survey at the moment is that the com- 
bined opposition groups have made no 
substantial gain in strength, if they have 
not actually lost. 

While the Government is to be con- 
gratulated on securing such signal en- 
dorsation, the maintenance of a ma- 
jority as large as in the former house is 
a doubtful advantage to it, and a pos- 
sible disadvantage to the public inter- 
ests. Stable administration is necessary 
to progress, but the overwhelming dom- 
ination of a legislative body by one 
party is a condition that seldom makes 
for either stability or efficiency. 

The return of the Government will in 
itself hardly excite surprise. There 
would have been general amazement had 
it gone down. None of the opposition 
groups placed enough candidates in the 
field to make a real bid for power. In 
such circumstances defeat could have 
overtaken the Government only if there 
had been a province-wide upheaval in 
condemnation of its record and policy. 


OBSOLETE CAMPAIGN METHODS 


Canada is a country of newspapers 
and radios. But one would hardly sus- 
pect so from the way election campaigns 
are carried on. 

Fairly free use has been made of 
both these mediums in the provincial 
contest in this province; but candi- 
dates have done about as much travel- 
ling and addressed about as many audi- 
ences a8 could have been the case had 
there been no other way of getting their 
messages to the voters. 

In the federal campaign the “key- 
note” speeches of the party leaders were 
made audible to listeners in all parts of 
the Dominion over nation-wide hook- 
ups; yet both Premier King and Mr. 
Bennett are to spend the next six weeks 
dashing around the country addressing 
audiences composed of people the ma- 
jority of whom will have already heard 
them through the medium of the “mike”, 
and read their platforms in the news- 
papers. 

Substantially, election campaigns 
are still carried on as they were in the 
days when newspapers were few and far 
between and when the radio was un- 
thought of. There must be a good deal 
of “lost motion” and wasted energy in 
continuing these antiquated methods 
under the new conditions. Certainly 
party leaders are subjected to a physi- 
cal and mental strain which must dis- 
count their fitness and cannot tend to 
prolong their public careers. 

It should not be necessary in this dav 
of the newspaper and the radio for a 
party leader to make more than a half- 
dozen speeches during a campaign, pro- 
vincial or federal, provided these are 
properly broadcasted through the ether 
and in print. If that rule were adopted 
by agreement of leaders on both sides, 
it is doubtful, even at the present time. 
if the outcome of an election would be 
materially affected 


In the monthly letter issued by the 
*oyal Bank of Canada, for June, atten- 
tion is called to the fact that “During 
Sno past seven years Canada has been 
producing wealth at a rate which has 
permit the net export of approxi- 
mately 800 million dollars of capital.” 
That statement will surprise 4 good 
many people who are consistent and at- 
tentive readers of the newspapers. A 
great deal has been heard about the 
amount of foreign capital that has been 
flowing into Canada, but little or 
nothing about the amount of money 
Cana’ have been investing in other 

It is explained that in spite of this

large influx of outside capital Canadian 
exports have been large enough to off- 
set both the value of the goods that we 
have imported and the investments 
from abroad. The result has been an 
increase of nearly one billion dollars in 
Canadian investments elsewhere and 
the re-purchase of a half billion dollars’ 
worth of Canadian securities which 
were held in other countries. 
Canadians, it is stated, now have 
about 1800 million dollars invested out- 
side Canada, one billion in the United 
States, 100 millions in Great Britain and 
700 millions in other parts of the 
world. Thus one result of the heavy 
increase in production has been that 
Canadian investments abroad have off- 
set foreign investments in Canada, while 
a huge total of Canadian securities has 
passed back into Canadian ownership. 
The notion, somewhat widely culti- 
vated, that Canada has been “passing 
into foreign ownership” through the 
large investments of outside capital, is 
thus seen to present only one side of the 
picture. While foreign capital has been 
coming into the Dominion, Canadian 
capitalists have been invading other 
countries, buying back Canadian bonds, 
and making investments from which 
they will draw interest and dividends. 


IT PAYS TO PAY 


In 1921 the interest on the public 
debt of Canada amounted to $15.88 per 
head of population. In 1930 the inter- 
est bill is $11.30 per head. The differ- 
ence is a saving equivalent to $4,63 for 
every man, woman and child in the Do- 
minion. 

In this year, when times are less fa- 
vorable than they have been, the ten 
million Fare in Canada are thus able 
to spend for their personal requirements 
something in excess of $40,000,000 
which they would have had to hand over 
to meet the interest charges on the na- 
tional debt if a drastic policy of debt- 
reduction had not been brought into ac- 
tion.

This relieves 
certain cases, such as those with 
high blood pressure, because it sim- 
ply reduced the pressure inside of 
the arteries. But even this method 
now seems foolish when it is possible 
to reduce the quantity of blood 
simply by cutting down the intake 
of liquids, and improving its quality 
by using carefully selected food. 1 
oecasionally hear of some doctor 
who practices blood-letting. and this 
is perhaps excasahle with the physi-

Every year it is becoming harder 
to hold in our university labora- 
tories the most brilliant men in the 
fundamental fields of science. 

If American universities do not, 
with fair promptness, match Amer- 
ican industry in setting up satis- 
factory working conditions for the 


creative scientist, even the in- 
dustrial prosperity of the next 
generation may be thrown into 
jeopardy. For who then will train 
the research men for the labora- 
tories of industry? 

Uniess we are to be witless 
enough to let the well-springs of 
productive scholarship in the 


sciences dry up at their source, one 
of two things must be done. 

First, the research labors:tories of 
industry must themselves be re- 
cruiting stations and institutes of 
training for workers in fundamental!

EXTREMISTS 


There are extremists in all 
movements; they carry a good idea 
too far. Psychology seems to offer 
a temptation to 
the extremist 
type of mind. 
There is the ex- 
treme behavior- 
ist. Behaviorism 
em phasizes a 
most important 
truth. It says, 
first, that what 
counts in all 
the expressions 
of mind is what 
is done. Begin- 
ning simply with simple types of 
mind like that of an ant or a rat, 
the behavior you can record and 
observe tells the whole story of ant 
or rat mind. Your human mind 
likewise appears in what you do, 
and what you sey and think and 
feel is equally part and parce! of 
your behavior. It says, second, that 
psychologists should go just as far 
as possible in explaining human 
behavior after the pattern of ani- 
mal behavior; observe and register 
all you can. 

So far substantially all psycholo- 
gists subscribe to the idea of be- 
haviorism Always think of your 
mental life as conditioned by your 
bodily, your total organic life; yet 
if you consider that alone you'll 
never understand how we come to 
behave like human beings. 

The extreme behaviorist says that 
there is nothing else than this con- 
ditioning in the mental life. He de- 
nies that we learn anything tmpor- 
tant about our minds by looking tn 
on our own minds, by all that we 
call consciousness. He finds that 
virtually all that we do with our 
minds is the result of training and 
so comes to disregard heredity and 
makes environment count for every- 
thing 

We are all alike, and if we behave 
differently it is because of our train- 
ing. In all that the behaviorist is 
an extremist. He can hold that po- 
sition only by ignoring so much that 
makes the life of the mind compli- 
cated, that he adds more confusion 
than enlightenment to understand- 
ing the human mind.

psychoanalysis as a probe to the 
side of life that remains hidden 
until we have thet clue, 

So each extremist completely ig- 
nores the other. Psychology as the 
behaviorist sees it and psychology as 
the Freudian secs {t seem _ like 
totally different countries. They 
both claim to have explored mind, 
yet come back with quite different 
accounts of what mind-land really 
is. There are other examples of ex- 
tremists in psychology, who carry a 
good idea too far, but these would 
not so deeply interest the lay mind, 
though one might mention the in- 
telligence tests which have become 
so popular, These tests certainly 
tell something important about your 
mental ability, but it is only the 
extremist who would hold that you 
can measure by them all the 
significant ways in which we differ. 
There is character reading by a 
dozen systems, which may contain 
a bit of truth, but as practiced is 
full of error 

One way to avoid extremes is to 
exercise common sense. Science is 
just organized common sense. An- 
other way to avoid extremes is to 
maintain a perspective; not every- 
thing is equally important. And a 
third way is to remember how com- 
plicated we are and how meny 
things go into the making and the 
unmaking of a human mind or a 
human body 

A little knowledge becomes dan- 
gerous when you think it is a bigger 
section of the truth than it ts. 
Human experience is so many-sided, 
it has so many different values 
coming from different insights and 
epproaches that psychology is 
always going to be a complicated 
matter, The one field above all in 
which we should not be extremist is 
in accounting for our mental be- 
havior. 


JUNE 20TH 


Richard Brandon died June 20, 1649. 


Richard Brandon; it is a fine 


name; one that you would expect to find possessed by the hero of the play. 
This Richard Brandon, however, was the official executioner for the City 


of London. 


He is generally supposed to have decapitated the unfortunate 


Charles I, and, it is said, acknowledged he received 
£30 for the dire task, all paid to him in half-crowns 
within an hour after the blow was given. Charles, 
however, had his supperters, for there seems to 
have been plenty of threats to quarter Brandon for 
committing the deed. The position appears to have 
been a family office to some extent, for Brandon 
inherited it from his father. It was not one that 
gained for its possessor a general esteem. Quite a 
pleasant little broadside was published about Bran- 
don entitled “A Dialogue Between the Hangman 
and Death.”

The con- 
ference was held at the request of the 
commissioners who wished to 
ascertain whether it would not be 
possible to use hand labor exclusively

railway officials. Such a step would 
entail aditional cot of between $12,000 
and $14,000, it was decided, and would

At present there are about 15 men 
with three teams employed on the | 
subway excavation but this number | 
will be increased to a considerable ex- 
as the job progresses, it was 
stated. Several hundred men have | 
already applied for work at the sub- 
way but so far have been unable to 
obtain work.

“Results from the country would 
seem to show that we have a majority 
over the entire house, which will en- 
able us to carry on the Government, 
and meet problems without difficulty 
that clearly would come if the 
Government did not command the 
majority over all other groups of the 
house,
